timie in the history of the country the

Admiral Dewey hux had the most AiM-
cult nnd delloate duties to perform of any
nMeer in elther army or Davy He
elartled the world by his destruction of
the Bpanlsh fleet In Manila harbor with-
out the loss of a man or serlous Injury
to a veseel, but grand as Admliral Dewey
wias In directing a great naval batile,
he has shown himself ever grander in
maintaining the honor and preserving
the pence of the nation by the most
masterly diplomacy, It |5 an open secret
that the Inrge German Aent in the Philip-
pine waters {8 not only a menace o
Admiral Dewey, but a eerlous monace
to the peace of the country, A single
thnaughtices aot or unguarded expression
wnould be selged upon by the German
fleet to make a landing and hoist the
German flag on the Philippines. While
the Gorman navy officers have been con-
stantly frritating and at times catentas
tiously offensive. he has held them with
A steady hand by his matehless skill in
defeuting thelr purpose without giving
tho semblance of cause for hostilitles or
complaints.
